Fellin, 58, started at 2:33 a. m. 
and reached the surface at 
2:41. His rescue took 8 min­ 
utes and 15 seconds.

New Attack On 
Insect Pests 
May Be Germs

WASHINGTON (UPD— If y ou 
can’t lick ’em with poisons — 
and y ou can’t—try g erms and 
v iruses. 
That was one of many sug ­ 
g estions made at the 16th In­ 
ternational 
Cong ress 
of 
Zo­ 
olog y by scientists participat­ 
ing in a sy mposium on “ Na­ 
ture, Man, and Pesticides.” 
The so-called newer pesti­ 
cides, 
including 
DDT, 
hav e 
enormously 
increased 
t h e 
world’s food supply by reduc­ 
ing the populations of insects 
which attack man’s crops. DDT 
has sav ed millions of liv es by 
eradicating malaria in many 
parts of the g lobe. 
But these poisons also hav e 
Inflicted considerable damag e 
on creatures it wasn’t specifi­ 
cally aimed at. In some coun­ 
tries they hav e taken a con­ 
siderable toll of human life. 
In any ev ent, insect pests 
dev elop resistance to them, 
and if y ou depended on noth­ 
ing else, y ou would hav e to g o 
on indefinitely increasing the 
dose, with incalcuable ev il side 
effects. 
So scientists are turning to 
other methods of insect control 
for use, at lease, as supplemen­ 
tary weapons in the nev er-end­ 
ing war ag ainst harmful in­ 
sects. 
Find the g erms and v iruses 
which make insect pests sick 
and spread them around. Luck­ 
ily , none of these so-called 
pathog ens appear to hurt hu­ 
man being s. 
This kind of attack is being 
made on some pests. Bacillus 
thuring iensis, for ex ample, is 
being employ ed in biolog ical 
warfare ag ainst imported cab­ 
bag e worm, the alfalfa cater­ 
pillar, and the tobacco horn 
worm and bud worm. 
Milky spore disease is wide­ 
ly used ag ainst J apanese bee­ 
tles. And a whole batch of 
v iruses are being cultured to 
fig ht the g y psy moth, the corn 
earworm, and the like. 
Certain v iruses attack only a 
sing le kind of insect. In fiv e 
or 10 y ears home g ardeners 
may be spray ing their leafy 
v eg etables 
with 
v iruses 
In­ 
stead of poisons.

New Attack On 
Insect Pests 
May Be Germs 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 


WASHINGTON (UPIB If you 
can't lick 'em with poiaona — 
and you can’t—try germ« and 
viruses. 
That waa one of many aug- 
geations made at the 16th In­ 
ternational 
Congress of 
Zo­ 
ology by scientists participat­ 
ing in a symposium on “Na­ 
ture, Man, and Pesticides." 
The so-called newer pesti­ 
cides, 
including 
DDT, 
have 
enormously 
increased 
t h e 
world's food supply by reduc­ 
ing the populations of insects 
which attack man’s crops. DDT 
has saved millions of lives by 
eradicating malaria in many 
parts of the globe. 
But these poisons also have 
inflicted considerable damage 
on creatures it wasn't specifi­ 
cally aimed at. In some coun­ 
tries they have taken a con­ 
siderable toll of human life. 
In any event, insect pests 
develop resistance to them, 
and if you depended on noth­ 
ing else, you would have to go 
on indefinitely increasing the 
dose, with incslcuable evil side 
effects. 
So scientists are turning to 
other methods of insect control 
for use, at lease, as supplemen­ 
tary weapons in the never-end­ 
ing war against harmful in­ 
sects. 
Find the germs and viruses 
which make insect pests sick 
and spread them around. Luck­ 
ily, none of these so-called 
pathogens appear to hurt hu­ 
man beings. 
This kind of attack is being 
made on some pests. Bacillus 
thuringiensis, for example, is 
being employed in biological 
warfare against imported cab­ 
bage worm, the alfalfa cater­ 
pillar, and the tobacco horn 
worm and bud worm. 
Milky spore disease is wide 
ly used against Japanese bee­ 
tles. And a whole batch of 
viruses are being cultured to 
fight the gypsy moth, the corn 
earworm, and the like. 
Certain viruses attack only a 
single kind of insect. In five 
or 10 years home gardeners 
may be spraying their leafy 
vegetables 
with 
viruses 
in­ 
stead of poisons.

“ It would be a physical im­ 
possibility 
to 
move children 
before school starts.” said Har­ 
old L. Sleight, trustee. “ We’ve 
hardly 
got the dust settled 
from the last move.” 
The district this fall is mov­ 
ing fourth grade Negro stu­ 
dents living in Marin City to 
Manzanita School, which is al­ 
most completely Negro. I/ast 
year the fourth graders attend­ 
ed Bayside School, which is 
chiefly Caucasian. 
“ I wouldn’t like to see us

witho u t fo o d . 


Sho rtly thereafter wo rkers 
began d rilling a fo u r-inch life­ 
line ho le to ward where Bo v a. 
42, is believ ed trap p ed mo re 
than 300 feet u nd ergro u nd . 


By 9 a.m., the big d rill had 
p enetrated mo re than 66 feet 
while the 
s m a l l e r o ne had 
reached a d ep th o f 20 feet. 


Fo u r p rev io u s attemp ts at 
establishing a lifeline 
ho le, 
similar to the o ne thro u gh 
which co ntact was first mad e 
with Fellin and Thro ne o n Au g. 
18 and thro u gh which fo o d 
was lo wered them, hav e failed . 


All three 
m i n e r s were 
trap p ed in a cav e-in Au g. 13 
bu t Bo v a was sep arated fro m 
Thro ne and Fellin by a wall 
o f d ebris and was believ ed 
abo u t 25 feet away fro m them, 
rep o rted ly inju red . He has no t 
been heard fro m since last 
Tu esd ay when Fellin rep o rted 
he mad e co ntact with him. 


Fellin, 58, and Thro ne, 28, 
while being ex amined by d o c­ 
to rs, said they co u ld no t be­ 
liev e that Bo v a was d ead .

18 a six - inch lifeline 
ho p e reached them. Fo o d and 
o ther su p p lies were d ro p p ed 
to them thro u gh this ho le. 
Fid u lla said Fellin. a Ro man 
Catho lic, “is a sp iritu al man 
and he Fellin thinks it was a 
p rime f a c t o r in c o m i n g 
thro u gh ” 
Fid u lla said Fellin to ld him \ 
that “after the first sev en d ay s 
he was co nfid ent he c o u l d 
co me o u t safe.

HAZELTON. Pa. (^ — Drill­

Planning 
Co mmissio n last nig ht una ni­ 
mo usly v o ted ag ainst am end­ 
ing the zo ning o rdinance to 
permit St. 
Stephen’s Episco ­ 
pal parish to o pen a paro chial 
day s c h o o l in a residential 
zo ne. The reco m m endatio n will 
be fo rwarded to the city co un­ 
cil. 
Despite this, the scho o l still 
plans to o pen Sept. 12 at W hit­ 
aker Hall, acco rding to Rev . 
L. A. W hite, the recto r. 
The co m m issio n had been 
asked by the city co uncil to 
study the z o n i n g o rdinance 
with a v iew to ward adding the 
wo rds “ priv ate scho o ls” to the 
list o f building s perm itted in 
residentia l zo nes pro v ided a 
use perm it is issued. 
A fter reco m m ending ag ainst 
this, the co m m issio n co nsid­ 
ered a sug g estio n by J am es 
M i c h a e 1, a tto rney fo r the 
scho o l, that the wo rd church 
in the o rdinance be defined to 
include scho o l. This was also 
unanim o usly v o ted do wn. 


T h i s sug g estio n had pre­ 
v io usly been v o ted do wn by 
the co uncil. Co uncilman E. G. 
W eed, who attended the m eet­ 
ing , said the reaso n the co un­ 
cil to o k the actio n was to g iv e 
the 
planning 
co m m issio n a 
chance to study the o ther rec­ 
o mmendatio n. 
In making its decisio n, the 
co mmissio n felt that the wo rds 
“ priv ate scho o ls” were much 
to o em bracing and the way 
co uld be o pened fo r the es­ 
ta blishm ent o f a ny kind o f an 
institutio n which charg es tui­ 
tio n. 
A letter fro m atto rney Na ­ 
than D. Ro wley , who serv ed o n 
the planning co m m issio n dur­ 
ing the drafting o f the zo ning 
o rdinance was read. The let­ 
ter said that the planners co n­ 
sidered a church a “ pla ce o f 
wo rship” o nly . (Michael had 
arg ued that a scho o l Is a his­ 
to rical functio n o f the church 


and sho uld a uto m a tically be 
included.) 
Ro wley 's letter also co ntend­ 
ed t h a t no priv a te scho o ls 
were co ntem plated as far as 
the co m m issio n knew The o nly 
ex ceptio n was the Belv edere 
Nursery Scho o l, o perating in 
a co m m ercial zo ne. (Michael 
had pro duced a ffida v its fro m 
city o fficia ls s t a t i n g they 
were aware that St. Stephen’s 
planned to o pen a paro chial 
scho o l.) 
In co m ing to their decisio n, 
the co m m issio ners made the 
fo llo wing statements: 
Chairman Geo rg e V. Ban­ 
ning : “ I hav e lo o ked at o ther 
cities and the v iews o f pro fes­ 
sio nal p l a n n e r s . Allo wing 
scho o ls in a residentia l zo ne 
applies to cities which are de­ 
v elo ping . I think Belv edere is 
different. I do n“ t believ e the 
church building is adequate, 
no r is the a ccess, no r the street 
lay o ut. This wo uld co nstitute 
spo t zo ning , which is p o o r 
planning practice.” 
Berto n C. J aco bso n. “ Tho se 
desiring the s c h o o l sho uld 
hav e raised t h e i r o bjectio n 
when the o rdinance was being 
drafted. There were num ero us 
hearing s then ” 
L e s l i e W. Graham: The 
Identity o f the c h u r c h and 
scho o l is no t pro v ed. If we a l­ 
lo w this, w e’ll be o pening a 
Pando ra'? bo x . The o ld M o ffit 
mansio n was at o ne tim e a 
scho o l.” 
Frederick J andrey : 
If the 
ex isting scho o l fa cilities w ere 
no t adequate and there were 
no spa ce fo r a dditio nal fa cili­ 
ties, I wo uld chang e my mind. 
I believ e bo th co nditio ns are 
being m et.”

School Equalization 
Tax Is Due County 


A scho o l equalizatio n tax 
will again be lev ied by the 
state against Marin Co unty and | 
this y ear it w ill be higher. The 
tax w ill be 15 .5 co mpared with j 
8 9 cents last y ear, acco rding 
to no tificatio n by the State 
Bo ard o f Equalizatio n to co un- 
•y Audito r-Co ntro ller Michael 
Mitchell. 
Reaso n fo r this is that Ma­ 
rin’s assessed pro perty v alua­ 
tio n has been judged by state 
agents, who co nducted a sam­ 
pling, to be 11 per cent belo w 
ihe av erage o f all co unties and 
o nly 2 0.8 per cent o f market 
v alue whereas this y ear’s state 
av erage is 2 3 .1 per cent. 
Thirty -six o ther co unties are 
likewise belo w the state av ­ 
erage and w ill be charged an 
equalizatio n tax v ary ing with 
their dev iatio n. 
But the sam pling sho wed 
Marin Co unty within “ the area 
o f to leratio n” so far as co unty 
1ax es are co ncerned. No co un- 
tv wide increase in v aluatio ns 


i s being o rdered as happened 
in 19 3 3 and again in 19 5 5 . 
Assesso r Bert W. Bro emmel 
ex plained the v aluatio n lag by 
the fact that Marin is a fast- 
gro wing co unty , likew ise that 
iiis staff is insufficient to co n­ 
duct reappraisals o f the who le 
co unty ev ery y ear. A scho o l 
equalizatio n tax in so me de­ 
gree has been charged in Ma­ 
rin ev ery y ear since Bro em ­ 
mel became assesso r in 19 5 9 . 
But he has nev er run so far 
belo w the market prices indi­ 
cated by state sampling as to 
hav e a co unty wide rev aluatio n 
o rdered.

The state div ides its allo ca­ 
tio ns acco rding to a co m plex 
fo rmula including number o f 
pupils and v alue o f pro perty . 


The state reaso ns that if a

lev el is belo w- the av erage o f 
all co unties, the co unty which 
is belo w sho uld make up what­ 
ev er percentage it is running 
belo w— in Marin’s case, the 
difference

A hundred years ago the d e l i c a t e 
leaves of this plant were widely used as 
a herb medicine. A c c o r d i n g to Dr. 
Gunn's “New Domestic A d v i s o r or 
Home Book of Medicine/’ published in 
1860, Feverfew was very useful in many

Diem Must Halt Oppression 
Of Buddhists, Or Else 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN

WASHINGTON—Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge car­ 
ried tough “instructions” to 
strife-torn South Viet Nam— 
despite official denials. 
In effect, he will tell Presi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem that un­ 
less the turbulent wrangling 
with the Buddhists is prompt­ 
ly ended, it will be publicly 
“disavowed” by the U.S. 
The clear inference of this 
blunt warning is that Wash­ 
ington is prepared to official­ 
ly reprimand Diem. 
Such a crackdown would 
almost certainly have far- 
reaching internal impact in 
South Viet Nam. It could 
touch off an upheaval that 


might mean the end of the 
long-embattled Diem regime. 


THESE 
STERN “instruc­ 
tions” were personally given 
by the President to Lodge be­ 
fore he departed for Saigon. 
The President expressed 
sharp impatience with Diem’s 
“disruptive” handling of the 
thorny 
Buddhist 
problem, 
particularly the “provocative” 
comments of Madame Ngo 
Dinh Nhu, his outspoken sis­ 
ter-in-law. 
“This 
trouble 
with 
the 
Buddhists is wholly unneces­ 
sary,” the 
President 
said. 
“There is no real justification 
for it. It’s as disruptive as it 
is incomprehensible. Genu­ 
ine progress was being made 
in the costly struggle against 
the Communists. Now that’s 
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“Come on in, gang—but remember, the first one 
who tells one of those bad integration jokes, 
out he goes!” 


being seriously jeopardized 
by this needless internal dis­ 
sension. 


“WE HAVE vital strategic 
interests at stake in South 
Viet Nam. We are in direct 
military confrontation with 
Red China. We cannot afford 
to lose this struggle. It has al­ 
ready cost us the lives of 
more than 100 of our service­ 
men, and in excess of 2-bil- 
lion-dollars in military and 
economic aid. Too much is 
involved to fritter it away in 
a 
senseless 
wrangle 
with 
Buddhists. 
“Diem and the close rela­ 
tives around him apparently 
fail to understand that. The 
most 
important thing you 
can do in Saigon is to make 
that emphatically clear to 
him. I know it will be an ex­ 
tremely difficult and trying 
job, and you’ve got your work 
cut out for you.” 
“I’ll do 
my best,” said 
Lodge quietly. 


INNER COUNCIL VIEWS 
—The elimination of Diem 
has long been covertly fa­ 
vored by close White House 
advisers. 
They would like to see him 
replaced by a young general 
“with democratic ideas.” 
Just how this change would 
be brought about is left dan­ 
gling. It is strenuously denied 
the U.S. is either encourag­ 
ing or engineering a coup. 
But there can be no doubt 
the “right kind of coup” 
would be welcomed by the 
Kennedy administration with 
open arms. 
The current backstage con­ 
tention is that the Diem re­ 
gime no longer can hope to 
win the support of the bulk 
of the South Vietnamese, and 
without that the costly and 
protracted 
conflict 
against 
the Communists can’t be won. 
For that reason, it’s argued, 
“new, younger, less dogmatic 
and more modern leadership 
is essential.” 


Spanking Not 
A Panacea 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
Ian McDougall takes vigor­ 
ous exception to a letter I 
wrote attempting to minimize 
the necessity for physically 
punishing children. In what 
he believes is a more realistic 
and effective approach to 
child rearing, he would seem 
to advocate a regimen of ma­ 
terial reward and physical 
punishment. 
The reward and punish­ 
ment approach is subject to 
interpretation. 
A 
beating 
might be the supreme penalty 
in one home; in another it 
might be a spanking, a mild 
slap, simple banishment to a 
room, or merely the raising 
of a voice. Likewise rewards 
vary from a simple pat on 
the back, to a stomach full 
of ice cream, to gifts of ex­ 
pensive toys. 
Since there are also de­ 
grees of parental leadership, 
which range from setting lim­ 
its based on common sense 
to total dictatorship, perhaps 
the conforming teenagers de­ 
scribed by Mr. McDougall as 
an example that children love 
being led have been con­ 
trolled to the point where 
being led has become a com­ 
fortable habit. 
Naturally it is the right of 
the individual parent to de­ 
termine which system of re­ 
ward 
and 
punishment 
he 
chooses to adopt, and to what 
degree he will exercise auth­ 
ority. But for the sake of the 
children involved, it remains 
that physical punishment is 
not a panacea to unacceptable 
behavior, that it can have 
very negative effects, and 
that millions of children have 
been and are being r a i s e d 
most successfully and happily 
without it. 
I think it strange, to say the 
least, 
that 
Mr. 
McDougall 
should dot his beliefs with 
some rather rash and puzzling 
presumptions about what I 
understand and do not under­ 
stand about my own children.

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Public education in Califor­ 
nia takes a big step when the 
school doors open next month 
—but there may be some dif­ 
ferences of opinion as to what 
direction. 
Beginning this year, for the 
first time in a couple of dec­ 
ades, history and geography 
will be taught separately in 
the fifth and eighth grades. 
The two separate courses will 
replace the course commonly 
known as social studies. 
This radical change back 
to the way it used to be when 
Johnny and Joan’s parents or 
grandparents were in school 
is brought about by action of 
the state board of education 
in adopting separate text­ 
books for the two courses. As 
schools are required to use 
the state adopted textbooks, 
the two separate books will 
require a separation of the 
courses. 


THE METAMORPHOSIS 
will be complete this year in 
all fifth grade classes but will 
take another year to accom­ 
plish completely in the eighth, 
due to a shortage of texts. 
The geography books in the 
eighth grade will be only sup­ 
plementary this year, one 
book for each four students. 
However, at the beginning of 
the 1964 school year they will 
be on the basis of one for 
each student. 
The change back to the

separation of social studies 
courses into geography and 
history actually was ordered 
in June of 1961 and it has 
taken until now to put it into 
effect. 
The 
actual 
books 
which will be used In the 
courses were adopted official­ 
ly by the board last year in 
January. 
Dr. Max Rafferty, state su­ 
perintendent of public in­ 
struction, has advocated sep­ 
aration of history and geog­ 
raphy courses but the board’s 
action actually took place be­ 
fore Rafferty was elected. 


IN A N O T H E R policy 
change, the new history and 
geography 
textbooks 
were 
adopted by the board for only 
four years. Previously, such 
textbooks have been adopted 
for a period of four to eight 
years. 
In the first place, the board 
realized that the departure 
from the social studies con­ 
cept to the separated courses 
might 
cause 
considerable 
changes in the publishing in­ 
dustry and it wanted the op­ 
portunity, after four years, to 
see which publishers might 
have made improvements. 
Secondly, of course, there 
is a good chance that history 
or geography might change 
in a relatively short time, 
making books outdated if 
they were adopted for too 
long a period. In one case, 
for instance, a textbook was 
presented to the curriculum 
commission for consideration 
which described Cuba as a 
winter vacationland. 
Before the textbook even 
was up for adoption, Cuba 
had become a stronghold of 
the Communists. 


THE SOCI AL STUDIES 
method of teaching history 
and geography was developed 
quite a number of years ago 
as progressive type education 
flourished. And it still has 
many strong defenders who 
will no doubt be in strong 
opposition to the new plan' 
of separated courses. 
The 
fifth grade history 
books which will be used are 
published by Macmillan and 
Company, while the fifth 
grade geography book is by; 
vrinn & Co.

Exchange teacher Madeleine 
Carner, who taught one of the 
five first grades at Maemae 
during the past school year, 
had in her class of 34, one 
Negro, one pure Hawaiian, one 
Caucasian and 31 pupils of 
mixed Oriental races. 
Sept 10 when Mrs. Carner 
returns to Old Mill School in 
Mill VaUey to each first grade 
she will have 32 pupils, all 
Caucasians. 
At Maemae first graders use 
either the Sister CaroUne or 
McGee phonic reader system. 
There is no formalized arith­ 
metic program in first grade. 
Old Mill has a staff of 12 
and 450 pupils while Maemae 
has 32 on its staff and 1,200 
pupils. Of the 32 teachers, five 
last year were Caucasians. 
The program at Maemae is 
worked out through the de­ 
partment of public instruction 
serving all Honolulu. In Mill 
Valley programming is done 
by the Mill Valley School Dis­ 
trict. 
Mrs. Carner, the first ex­ 
change teacher to go from Mill 
Valley School District to an­ 
other district, returned re­ 
cently with her three daugh­ 
ters, Sherryl, 17; Carolyn, 11 
and Connie, 9. 
Marianne Takafuji, who was 
second grade teacher at Mae­ 
mae School, exchanged with 
Mrs. Carner, taking the Old 
Mill first grade class. 
In a similar exchange, Mrs. 
Helen Bruner, who taught 
fourth grade at Park School, 
taught third grade at Nuuanu 


School in Honolulu while Lyn 
ette Ching of Honolulu taught 
third grade at Park. 
“It is a give and take kind 
of situation," Mrs. Carner said. 
“You take your experience 
with you and gain so much by 
exposure to other cultures and 
ways of doing things . . . ex­ 
change of cultures is almost a 
missionary thing with me," she 
continued. “1 think this is so 
vital, the understanding of 
other peoples.” 
The exchange was initiated 
by the teachers, Mrs. Carner 
said, and approved by the two 
school bodies. The Mill Valley 
School District paid Mrs. ear­ 
ner's salary. All other ex­ 
penses, such as travel, was 
borne by Mrs. Carner. 
“When 1 tell people here on 
the mainland about the mixed 
classes in Hawaii they often 
react with amazement,” Mrs. 
Carner said. “I knew I would 
be exposed to this and 1 
wanted to learn how it was ac 
complished and why we can’t 
accomplish it in more places. 
The youngsters got along beau­ 
tifully.” 
Mrs. Carner, who had hoped 
to return to Hawaii since the 
summer of 1958 when she 
studied oceanography for sev­ 
eral weeks at the University of 
Hawaii, said Carolyn learned 
Mandarin Chinese and to play 
ukelele, Connie learned the 
hula, Sherry learned to pre­ 
pare a luau and she, herself, 
how to surfboard. 
Carolyn and Connie were 
the only Caucasians in their 
respective 
classes 
at 
their 
schools. Connie's teacher was 
Mrs. Lani Ching, the mother 
of Lynette Ching. 
As the earners became ac­ 
quainted, the teacher said, par­ 
ents of Mrs. earner’s pupils in­ 
vited the family to their homes 
where they ate Hawaiian Lau- 
laus, Japanese Sukiyaki and 
Chinese and Korean dishes. 
They learned and still use 
many Hawiian words such as 
Puka for hole, Pupu for hors 
d’oeuvres and Pau for finish.

Mill Valleyan Jane Marsh 
To Continue Operatic Study

not take advantaga of this for 
tht time being. 


THE STORY T H A T pre­ 
cedes Jane's spectacular suc­ 
cess in the music world is an 
interesting one, 
A native of San Francisco, 
she came with her parents to 
Mill Valley in 1950. Her fam­ 
ily background was of the 
right kind to nurture the seed 
of musical and dramatic tal­ 
ent, for both of her parents 
are known for their activities 
in dramatics, and her father, 
a gynecologist, had some mu­ 
sical training and experience. 
Dr. Marsh has directed for 
the Mill Valley Masquers, the 
Sausalito Little Theater, the 
Cove Players of Tiburon, the 
Gate Theater in Sausalito and 
the Actors’ Workshop of San 
Francisco, sometimes acting 
also in productions. 
In 1960 
he co-produced a Mill Valley 
Light O p e r a production of 
“Die Fledermaus.” Mrs Marsh 
also acted in some of the little 
theater productions. 


MUSIC NEVER interested 
Jane seriously until she be­ 
came fascinated with musical 
comedy—still a keen interest 
—and she had attended dur­ 
ing her sophomore and junior 
year* in high school the Eliza­ 
beth Holloway School of The­ 
ater in San Francisco. 
“I thought taking singing 
lessons would be kind of fun 
in terms of dramatics," she 
said. "I decided I might as 
well try everything." 
It was at this point in 1959 
that she went to Mme. Resek, 
who immediately recognized 
the potentialities of her voice 
and encouraged her, and in 
the same year that she started 
vocal lessons Jane won a Ma­ 
rin Music Chest scholarship. 


UP TO THIS time Jane’s 
real interests had been ani­ 
mals—especially h o r s e s — 
swimming and modeling. In 
her junior year in high school 
she had taken a course in 
modeling at the House of 
Charm in San Francisco and 
did some free-lance modeling 
for eyes and hands. 
Period­ 
ically she still gets some of­ 
fers to model. 
In high school, where she 
was about a B average stu­ 
dent, she was also interested 
in science and thought some­ 
thing of becoming a clinical 
psychologist. 
After graduation from high 
school in 1959 she attended 
the College of Marin one year 
with the idea of going into 
clinical psychology. 


WINNING THE M A R I N 
Music 
C h e s t 
Scholarship 
helped to turn her thoughts 
to music instead. 
“I selected Oberlin College 
because I had no music study 
or training other than the 
vocal lessons, and I thought 
since 
Oberlin 
is 
a 
small 
school, I might get more indi­ 
vidual attention. I was ac­ 
cepted there as a sophomore 
but had to take freshman mu­ 
sic courses. 
"At Oberlin I was very 
much impressed by the pres­ 
sure. 
I 
can’t 
stress 
that 
enough. All of us were warn­ 
ed that in our home towns we 
were probably thought of as 
marvelous." 
In accordance with Oberlin 
policy at the time, Jane spent 
her third year abroad as a 
student at the Mozarteum in 
Salzburg, Austria, and studied 
under Ludwig Weber, who 
made is possible for her to 
sing for important people. 
The result was the above 
mentioned offers of contracts 
with the Vienna State Opera 
and the Volksopera. 
The young singer gained 
other things than music train­ 
ing during her year in Aus­ 
tria. 


"AUSTRIA IS like a fairy­ 
land,” she said with enthus­ 
iasm. "I went skiing on week­ 
ends, did a lot of hiking and 
attended the Fasching Balls. 
"On coming back to this 
country 
you 
realize 
that 


M 


though your technical train­ 
ing might not be as good as 
at home, your musicianship if 
doubled and ability to inter­ 
pret tripled because you have 
lived in such a natural back­ 
ground. 
“People don’t realize what 
pressure they are under in 
this country," she continued, 
“even in the little things they 
do in their own homes. People 
in Europe are relaxed and 
have no mental breakdowns, 
except perhaps those result­ 
ing from the war. 
“It is best to be trained In 
this country, then if possible 
go to Europe and build a 
name and come back. Italy is 
an exception because there 
are so many singers there. 
Germany is the place for op­ 
portunities." 
Jane returned to this coun­ 
try for her senior year at 
Oberlin and was graduated 
last June with a bachelor of 
music degree. It was during 
her senior year that her study 
and training began to pay off 
in awards. 
First there were several 
faculty awards and the chance 
to perform on campus. Then 
she won the district and re­ 
gional 
Metropolitan 
Opera 
auditions, competing in the 
Great Lakes Regional contest 
as one of 4,000 entrants. 
About this time she also 
entered the auditions for the 
Chicago Opera Company and 
won the rating of “highest 
recognition." 


LAST FEBRUARY as a re­ 
gional winner she was among 
the 22 semi-finalists in the na­ 
tional Metropolitan auditions 
in New York, was one of the 
10 finalists and subsequently 
placed among the six top win 
ners. 
As a result, the Metropoli­ 
tan has offered to further her 
vocal training in the expecta­ 
tion that she will audition 
again. It is with the purpose 
of beginning this training that 
Jane will be leaving for New 
York the middle of Septem 
ber. 
Her most recent achieve 
ment was being the winner 
of the first Corona Anderson 
scholarship offered by the 
Symphony Guild of Marin in 
auditions held in June. She 
expects to use the $500 schol­ 
arship to help pay for her 
training in New York. 


ON AUG. 30 Jane will be a 
soloist at a memorial service 
for Gaetano Merola, founder 
of the San Francisco Opera 
It is to be held in the San 
Francisco Opera House in the 
late morning and early after 
noon with especially invited 
guests only attending. 
She will sing the famous 
aria “Pace Pace, Mio Dio” 
from Verdi’s “La Forza del 
Destino," which will be in­ 
cluded in the coming opera 
season 
as 
a 
memorial 
to 
Merola.

clients. 
Their range of professional 
activities vary from providing 
slipcovers in a home to doing 
complete 
homes, 
ships, air­ 
planes, offices, and even repre­ 
senting clients at auctions. 
Some designers are consult­ 
ed on matters of table settings, 
art acquisitions, party arrange­ 
ments, and in the purrhase of 
linens and garden furniture 
Some even serve as fashion 
consultants. 
One reason for the rise of 
the interior designer in recent 
years may be public awareness 
that the average home design­ 
er does not charge a fee, but 
relies on commissions made by 
buying furnishings at whole­ 
sale prices and charging the 
client retail prices. 
Some interior designers will 
furnish floor plan, color scheme 
and ideas for as little as $25. 
The consultation often results 
in a saving of more than that 
amount, points out one interior 
designer. 
Sometimes there is disap­ 
pointment 
in 
a 
designer's 
work. 
“Anyone employing an in­ 
terior designer should become 
thoroughly 
acquainted 
with 
his abilities. The qualifications 
of professionals can be check­ 
ed," says Arturo Pini di San 
Miniato. He is newly elected 
president of the National So­ 
ciety of Interior Designers. 
Some homemakers rely upon 
recommendations of friends, 
others 
seek 
out 
established 
names in their community. 
But no one need feel under­ 
privileged if he can’t afford to 
hire 
an 
interior 
designer. 
Trends and ideas in newspa­ 
pers and magazines can be fol­ 
lowed. 
Many shows with room set­ 
tings help neophytes in their 
selection of color schemes and 
furnishings.
